tion." 


Accepting those bullion rsoeipts 


would be simply taking pay in tin- 
coined silver in an easily trnusferable 
shape and at a rate at which it could be 
exchanged for gold if desired. 


As the Legislature is about to con- 


vene, why not consider some method of 
helping the people of the State open 
the mines, and if ueoessary to bring 
such a result about confer with UtHh, 
Colorado, Montana and other mining 
States with a view of aiding anil ad- 
vancing the principal industries of 
these States. It will doubtless be said 
that such a scheme would be uncon- 
stitutional or contrary to law, but the 
business could be handled in a legiti- 
mate and legal manner and not to • the 
Injury of the general Government in 
the least. The relief, if only tempor- 
ary, would be welcomed by thousands 
and'would place the silver producing 
States on an independent footing and 
bring happiness and prosperity to a 
large part of the country that is now in 
a deplorable condition. 


CAI.IFOISNIA WANTS PKOTJ5CTION. 


The State Tariff Convention of Cali- 


fornia held its first meeting 
last 


Thursday at San Franoisuo. 
There 


was a large attendance and tbe princi- 
pal business transacted was the con- 
sideration of the method of securing 
additional protection for California 
home products. 
The chairman, Mr. 


Craig, in calling the convention to 
order said that it was not necessary to 
cross the Atlantic to find danger to the 
State's industries for it was to be found 
in Mexico, Australia and elsewhere. 
He named a number of articles of man- 
ufacture which came in direct compe- 
tition with home manufactures and 
that it would be impossible for local 
artisans and industries to compete un- 
less they were aided by a proper pro- 
tective tariff. 


Various committees were appointed 


and resolutions introduced recom- 
mending a tariif on wines and foreign 
brandy, also rates on wool, hair,shoddy 
cloth, timber and lumber. 
After con- 


siderable discussion an adjournment 
wai taken until Saturday in order that 
representatives of the various industries 
and interests could be haard by the 
committees, who could then report in- 
telligently upon the resolutions and de- 
cide upon a plan of action to place be- 
fore the convention. 


Many prominent persons in the Stato 


were present and took an active part 
in the proceedings. 
The indications 


are that the Californlans are deter- 
mined upon protecting their industries 
if possible and have gone at it in a 
systematic way.

JOHNSON SHOWS VIOLENT. 


He Says the California Delegation, 


Excepting Bowers, Are Afraid 


of the Newspapers. 


WASHINGTON, January 8.—The House 


lo-day resumed the debate on the Pa- 
cific Hallway Funding bill. 
Payne, 


Representative of New York, occupied 
the Chair. 


Peterson, Democrat, of Tennessee, a 


member of the committee, opened the 
debate with a halt hour's speech in' 
favor of the measure. It was useless 
to discuss the wrongs, he said, which 
had no standing in court. The,truth 
was the Government loaned its bonds 
to the projectors upon security which 
the United States accepted. The pro 
jectors occupied no trust relation to 
the Government. 
The second mort- 


gage held by the Government covoiwd 
2,293 miles. Each mile carried au in- 
debtedness of'$63,545.' "I confess," 
said he, "my face i» set like flint against 
Government control of thesa roads." 
[Applause.] In conclusion, he Bald -he 
believed the bill presented the , best 
bargain the Government could make. 


Harrison, Democrat, of Alabama, an- 


other member of the commitoee, fol< 
lowed in opposition to the bill. He he- 
believed the time for action had come, 
but the pending measure was too 
liberal to the companies. Tbe proposi- 
tion made by the Union PaciSo to tho 
Government was much better than this 
bill. The Union Pacific was in a much 
better condition to pay than the Cen- 
tral. Why should both be placed on 
the same footing? 


Harrison also opposed the bill's sub- 


stitute on the ground that the Govern- 
ment could not comply with its firo- 
viaious. One was too liberrfl, the other 
too stringent. He proposed a substitute 
which would create a commission con- 
sisting of the Secretary of -the Treas- 
ury, Secretary of tbe Interior and At 
torney General, with full power to 
settle indebtedness on all bonded rail- 
roads. In support of this substitute, 
he urged that Congress could not ob- 
tain information on which to negotiate; 
second, that the two houses could not 
agree, and third, a committee could 
conduct the settlement in a business 
like way and to a much better advant- 
age than the Government could by the 
passage of a bard and fast bill. 


Goatnerof Louisiana antagonized the 


bill. He-insisted that tbe,Govemment 
to-day, by the execution of tbe Thur- 
man act, had a lien on all proporty^of 
tbe road, and it gained no,i additional 
security by .the pending bill. He de- 
clared the Government was not the 
helpless 
creditor of 
an insolvent 


debtor. The Government could. not 
afford to disregard the fact that these 
i-oads had been despoiled of enough 
money to pay the entire debt. He de- 
clared the Government bad a right, 
after it had exhausted its ability,, to 
secure its debt from the roads, to pro- 
ceed against those who bad despoiled 
them. 
The Supreme Court had held 


the United States^had that right as 
soon as the road defaulted. They had 
now defaulted. He favored a settle- 
ment, but never would vote for a 
ure which would oat off tbe right of 
the Government to proceed against de- 
faulting directors and officers of the 
roads, who enrich themselves at the 
expense of these properties'. Ho wanted 
it distinctly understood that this or 
any other funding bill would give these 
men a quit claim.

, To the Honorable Board o/$choW 3Vi.il- 
tees—GENTLEMEN: I herewith respect- 
fully submit my report for the public 
schools of Beno for the school month 
ending December 25,1896: 


Writing and drawing have been 


given special attention in the Reno 
schools now for one year. 
A special 


teacher for such a period has time to 
show rf suits in advance of work in 
schools not similarly favored. Oare- 
ful inspection and comparison of Miss 
Lowers' work in these two branches 
convinces me that there has been a de- 
cided improvement in the last year. It 
is not simply an improvement on the 
part of a few in each room, but n gen- 
eral improvement, that makes tbe work 
noteworthy. I believe that parents 
realize this fact and a visit to the 
schools will now convince anyone,that 
we are now having better results than 
in former years in drawing and writ- 
ing. 


T need barely urge tbe importance of 


drawing as a feature of school work. 
Every trade and art pays tribute to it, 
and every pupil who can put his idea 
of form into a drawing is so much the 
richer, so much the betterlequlpped 
for any trade or calling upon which be 
may enter. A school which neglects to 
emphasize drawing as a regular feature 
of work is no longer up to date. 


,The State Teachers' Institute held at 


Elko during the Christmas holidays 
was attended by eight of our teachers 
and the principal. It was an interest- 
ing and instructive meeting and I be- 
lieve tba Beno schools will reap some 
benefit therefrom. About one hundred 
teachers were in attendance aad nearly 
every phase of weakness, as well us 
strength,, in school work was there 
considered. 
The University, through 


its president and two of its professors, 
lent its aid in the premises, and alto- 
gether there was presented much that; 
was thoughtful and progressive. 
The 


purpose of tbe meeting was the im- 
provement of all our schools, and I be- 
lieve that teachers, generally, came 
away resolved to put into daily prac- 
tice in their schoolrooms some of the 
good ideas there set before them.
